Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant inquired whether it would be possible to replace SEQ ID 
NO:36 as recited in the instant claims with SEQ ID NO:38. After reviewing the specification, it was determined that this 
would necessitate a new sequence search and therefore was not possible at this point in the prosecution. However, 
Applicant's representative was advised that the Examiner felt that the best possible avenue to patentability for a new 
child application claiming methods using SEQ ID NO:38 would be to file a continuation-in-part of the instant Application 
so that the Applicant could also submit promising new data that is currently in the process of being generated and 
analzyed indicating a so far successful reduction to practice of an invention employing SEQ ID NO;38. The interview 
concluded with Applicant agreeing to the Examiner's Amendment in order to allow the application.
